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3 in Bay face recall vote on Monday

BAY TOWNSHIP - Voters will 
decide Monday whether to recall three 
township board members who voted 
to adopt a Comprehensive Plan and to 
hire a consultant to help revise the 
zoning ordinance. 

The three are Supervisor Carl 
Skornia, Clerk Elaine Smith and 
Trustee Bill Ohle. 

They are being charged with going 
against the wishes of township 
residents when they voted to adopt 
the Comprehensive Plan on the night 
they -weré presented with petitions 
signed by 125 eligible voters. 

Those facing recall say they did what 
was best for the township and 
residents signing the petitions did 
not, in most cases, fully understand 
what the issue was. 

Treasurer Larry Bergmann and 
Trustee Harold Johnecheck voted 
against the Comprehensive Plan and 
hiring the consultant. They are not up 
for recall. 

Bay Township has a history of 
zoning ordinance-related con- 
troversies, including a 1974 recall 
attempt and a_township-wide 
referendum on the present zoning 
ordinance. 

The Comprehensive Plan is an 
overall ‘view of how town ship 
government would like land used. The 
zoning ordinance shows how land is 
presently used — for homes, 
businesses, farming, etc. 

Skornia, Smith and Ohle say the 
township must have a Comprehensive 
Plan and an updated zoning ordinance 
— the present one was approved in 
1974 — to protect its residents 
against developers whc want to do 
something with their property other 
than what is best for the township. 

Many recall proponents say lan- 
downers will regulate themselves — 
without laws — because they are 

‘concerned with retaining the 
character of the township. 

There are three actions involved in 
hiring John Hess of Site Planning 
Development Inc. and approving the 
Comprehensive Plan that recall 
supporters say are sufficient reason to 
oust the three. They are: 

~They voted to hire Hess to 
consult on rewriting the zoning or- 
dinance; ; 

—They voted to hire Hess even 
though funds to pay him were not 
approved at an April budget hearing; 

—They voted in June for adoption of 
the Comprehensive Plan. 

Those facing recall counter that 
there was. nothing wrong in taking 
‘these actions. 

Amending the budget is legal and 
proper as long as it does not leave the. 
township with a defict, Skornia says.

In fact, he points out, the board 
unanimously agreed last week to 
amend the budget to allow for funds 
to be spent to hold the recall election. 
Johnecheck says that vote was not 
the same, since the board was only 
following the dictates of the electorate 
— which had petitioned for a recall 
election. 

Not stated in the recall notice, but a 
sore point with some recall 
proponents is the way the board 
members treated residents when they 
presented petitions opposing the 
hiring of Hess. 


John Miller, Steve Johnecheck and 
others circulated a petition asking 
whether residents thought the board 
should hire Hess for $4,700 to work on 
the zoning ordinance. One hundred 
twenty-five people signed the 
petition, all saying the funds should 
not be spent. 

“When we presented the survey to 
them, they just threw it off to the side 
and voted,” Miller says. 

“I think they thought there was a 
touch of arrogance there,” Ohle says, 
adding that in retrospect he thinks 
“‘we should have considered it more.” 

Ohle says ‘‘nobody was trying to 
ride roughshod” over anyone else and 
he thinks the plan would have been 
better understood if more people had 
attended planning commission 
meetings where the plan was worked 
out. 

Smith says it was necessary to adopt 
the plan because ‘'we had been told 
for many years a Comprehensive Plan 
was necessary if the zoning ordinance 
is challenged in court.” 

She says if discussion of the plan had 
gone on further, it probably would 
have ended in the same result. ‘‘The 
better way was to get it done and 
move on.” 


Skornia says: “We had to balance 
seven people (the planning com- 
mission) against 125 who didn’t know 
the situation. It was a matter of 
judgment and [ still think we did the 
right thing.”’ 

But Johnecheck says, ‘They should 
at least have sat down and thought 
about it for a meeting or two.” 

There were changes approved at 
earlier meetings that were not in- 
cluded in the plan, some recall sup- 
porters say. 

‘There were numerous things in the 
plan brought up in the public 
hearing,” Bergmann says, ‘‘tnat were 
omitted in the Comprehensive Plan 
that was approved.” 

And Miller says Skornia admitted at 
the time the plan was approved that 
there were some things he didn’t like 
with the document that could be fixed 
later. 

Replies Skornia: ‘‘Changes had been

made at the previous meeting but had 
not been inserted in the plan the night 
we passed it." 

Skornia says he thinks some people 
began to disapprove of the project when 
they found out what Hess would be 
paid. 

He points to two votes in 1980. The 
first, in April, is recorded in the 
minutes as a 5-0 approval of 
developing the plan and hiring a 
egnsultant. The second was a 4-1 vote 


in June to hire Hess for $3,700 to 


¥ 


work on the Comprehensive Plan. 

Johnecheck disagrees with the 
meeting minutes, saying he did not 
vote to develop the plan or hire a 
consultant. ‘‘I don’t think we need a 
Comprehensive Plan,” he says: 

“I think it was the money that set 
them off,’ Skornia says, ‘‘when they 
found out he was going to be paid $30 
an hour. What they didn’t realize is 
he's not working eight hours a day for 
$30. He goes to meetings, then goes 
back to come up with the plan.” 


There is a cap on what Hess can 
make, Skornia says, sonear the end of 
the project he could be working for 
practically nothing. 

This is the second time Skornia has 
faced recall since he was appointed to 


’ the supervisor’s post in January 1968. 


He and four other board members 
survived a recall attempt in January 
1974 after they approved the 
township’s first zoning ordinance in 
August 1973. (See related story.)

Bay’s zoning 
controversies 


Zoning has long been an issue in 
Bay Township. It has led to a 
township-wide vote and an earlier 
recall attempt. 

Here are the major events lead- 
ing to the Dec. 2 recall election: 


Aug. 7, 1973: An_atl-county 
zoning ordinance is defeated 
county-wide and in the township. 
The township tally is 72 ‘yes’ and 
76 ‘no’ votes. 

Aug. 7, 1973: The same night the 
county ordinance is voted down, 
the Bay Township board—and two 
others—adopt their own ‘‘interim’’ 
zoning ordinances, The others are 
Melrose and Hudson; seven other 
townships already have their own 
ordinances. 


Jan. 15, 1974: The five township 
officials who approved the interim 
ordinance survive a recall vote. The 
five are present Supervisor Cari 
Skornia, Clerk Paul Chamberlain, 
Treasurer Robert Stolt, and Trus- 
tees Bert Hawkins and Rueben 
Wangberg. 

Aug. 8, 19741 The township 


board approves a permanent zon- 
ing ordinance. This approval leads 
to a citizen petition drive to put the 
question on the November ballot. 

Nov. 5, 1974: The permanent 
zoning ordinance is approved by 
voters, 150-108. 


April 10, 1980: The township _ 
board OKs developing a Compre- 
hensive Plan and hiring a consul- 
tant to work on it. Meeting minutes 
show the vote to be 5-0, but Trustee. 
Harold Johnecheck says he voted 
against it. 


Jane 4, 1980: On a 4-1 vote, the . 
board hires John Hess of Site 
Planning Development to work on 
the Comprehensive Plan with the 
planning commission. Johnecheck 
votes against the action. 


Jane 10, 1981: The present board 
votes 3-2 to adopt the Compre- 
hensive Plan. Negative votes are 
cast by Johnecheck and Treasurer 
Larry Bergmann. 


Aug. 13, 1981: The board, in 
another 3-2 vote, approves hiring 
Hess to work with the planning 
commission on updating the zoning 
ordinance. This action leads to the 
recall drive culminating in next 
Monday’s special election.

dispute over the lease of a Postage 
meter used to mail out tax bills. . 


He said he made up his mind to quit ’ 


because of verbal abuse he took.from a 
phone caller after the lease was signed. 

After the caller ‘condemned me’* for 
‘being & party to the lease agreement 


_ and “used very distasteful language’’,”’ 


Fineout said, the supervisor told him: 


‘don’t have to take this and-you can 
have it (the supervisor's post).’’ 

'. Fineout. was elected supervisor in 
1978 and re-elected in 1980. 

The remaining four members of the 
township board have 45 days from the 
date of his .resignation to appoint 
someone to the post, said County Clerk 
Jane Brannon. : 

If they do not fill the post by then, she 
said, a special-election must be held. 

The postage meter was leased from 


Pitney-Bowes Co. for use by Treasurer- 


Gary Green to mail out the township's 


1,560 tax bills and for other township 
mailings. 

Its lease was necessary, Fineout 
said, because an. older,” inefficient 
machine that had been used in past 
years could not be found. 

“We had no alternative but to find a 
substitute or start. licking stamps,’’ 
said Fineout, adding that state law says 
tax bills must go out as close to Dec. 1 
as possible. | 

Fineout said he ‘‘more or tess author- 
ized” the lease because he set up the 
appointment with Pitney-Bowes. 


The lease atrangement was ‘chal- 
lenged by trusteé Robert Peck and some 
members of the audience at. the 
Tuesday, Dec. 8, township board meet- 
ing. - 
Fineout said authorization of expen- 
ditures for office equipment had been 
included in the township budget. 

Leasing the machine will cost $301.a 
year. The township mails out 14,000 
items a year, Green said. | 

A motion by Peck to return the 
postage meter did not receive a second, 
and, therefore, was not voted on. 


Zoning ordinance goes back to planning panel 


BOYNE CITY - The Planning and 
Zoning Commission will get back three 
more changes to the proposed new 
zoning ordinance. 

City commission Tuesday, Dec. 15, 
approved allowing businesses located 
outside the commercial district to be 
expanded, modernized, rebuilt or sold 
as a business of the same or not more 
detracting use, after review by the 


zoning Board of Appeals. __ 

Under previous regulations, none of 
these things could take place at ‘‘non- 
conforming’’ properties in city limits. 


Two other changes will go back to the _ 


planners for their approval. 

Gas stations will now be permitted in 
the commercial business district. They 
will not be categorized as non-conform- 
ing uses,

Boyne protests drug penalties 


BOYNE CITY - Citizen complaints 
to city commissioners about lack of 
repayment af funds used for this fall’s 
massive drug raid were aired at the 
noon commission meeting Tuesday, 
Dec. 15. 

The commission voted to send a 
letter to Judge Martin Breighner 
requesting a review of the court policy 
‘‘at least for further consideration.” 

Fines have been meted out to 34 of 
the 60 arrested, but no court costs 
were collected that could have reim- 
bursed the county and city for the 
expenses of tracking down the drug 
offenders, commissioner Bill Grimm 
said. 

“The amount of person-power in- 
volved was fantastic,’ city manager 
Tim Clifton noted. And police chief 
John Talboys said, ‘‘Mare considera- 
tion should be given,’’ 


City attorney Bill McTaggart said 
cost assessment is normal, but the 
judge has various considerations such 
as whether the defendants can afford 
repayment. 

Individual fines, ranging around 
$300 each, were not severe enough, 
Clifton said, explaining that many of 
the offenders could make that money 
back ‘‘on the street’ in a week. 

Talboys, concurred, saying, ‘‘There 


were some pretty serious 
dealers. All had records.”’ 

‘‘ At least at the county level, money 
should have gone back for the costs,”” 
commissioner Thelma Behling said. 

McTaggart said money collected 
from fines goes to the court, to public 
fibraries or wherever the judge 
chooses to designate. i 

“Tt’s the taxpayers’ right to ques- 
tion,’’ said Grimm.

To my surprise and chagrin, the 
sentences were extremely light in view 
of the accusation. These were some of 
the people who were responsible for the 
drug flow in Charlevoix and neighbor- 
ing counties. 

With the exception of two, all-other 
defendants had court-appointed lawyers 
because they were unable to pay lawyer 
fees. The county will pick up the tab. 

All the defendants were given fines of 
$240 or $300, and one was given a 
$1,000 fine, to be paid to the court for

The sheriff and his deputies did a 
good (with a great deal of time and 
effort) job to obtain convictions. After 
pre-trial, the judge reviews all the 
reports so he can pronounce sentence.

A few got 30 
days, but most were let off with a 
reprimand and the fine. There are 
probably some out on the street back in 
business, !
